ON TO RICHMOND. 


CHICAGO, October 11.—The house of depu> 
ties ofthe Protestant Episcopal cnuarch re- 
sumed its sitting thismorning. The galleries 
were crowded with ladies and gentlemen. 
President Dix anneunced the names of clerical 
and lay delegates to serve on the joint com- 
mittee on the judicial system. Memorials in 
reference to proposed changes in the Prayer 
Book were presented by delegates from the 
diocese of Texas, Tennessee, Wost Virginia, 
Nebraska, Fond du Lac, Wis., Western Mich: 
igan, and Virginia, allofwhich were appro- | 
priately referred. The président called the 
attention of the mouse to.the fact that it had 
failed to act upon the suggestion of 
the house of bishops that 
the committees of both ‘houses 
should meet in joint committee whenever the 
chairman of such should deem it expdéiient 
for the facilitation of business. The proposi- 
tion had been combatted by Rev. Dr. Hopkins, 
of central Pennsylvania, on the ground that 
it destroyed independence of action. of the 
house of deputies, 

There was an animated discussion of this 
point, pending the conclusion of “which, and 
without taking any vote, the house deputies 
adjourned and resolved iteéiffnto a board of 
missions, having been joiued by the house of 
bishops. Bishop Lee occupied the chair. Bish- 
op Dudley, of Kentucky, made an address re- 
epecting work among colored people in. the 
south. 

He said he had worked among those people, 
and he understood that the subject bristled 
with difficulties, yet hecould not feel that 
the church had done its fall duty in the past. 
He believed in + catholic 
chureh in which there was 
nocolor line. He spoke eloquently on the 
need of bringing‘colored people into the church 
or else the imputation sometimes made, that 
it was achurch of caste, might prove true. 
He did not desire the appointment of a spe- 
cial bishop for this. work, bat broad 
and general missionary work. The need of 
schools was very pressing, and this aid would 
have to come very largely from the north. 
He paid a glowing tribute to the Rev. Mr. 
Perry..of Baltimore, for his persistent labors 
in this direction, despite the social ostracism 
and neglect he met with when he first entered 
upon this branch of work. Bishop Peterkin, 
ot West Virginia, spoke of the work in the 
weak domestic missions of the church. 

Bishop Deane, of Albany, oponed the after: 
noon session with an address on the work of 
the woman’s auxillary. A large audience was 
} present. The bishop's address wasa noble 
tribute to the services of the women of the 
church through this efficiegt organization. The 
auxillaries’ total gifts last year amounted to 
$234,000,

Work, 


CuHicaco, LIlls., October 11.—None of the 
large pork packing establishments “at the 
union stock yards opened their doors this 
morning and none ofthe 16,000 men usually 
employed in these departments offered to re- 
turn to werk on the ten hour basis proposed 
by the owners of the packing houses. There 
isa tremendous crowd ofidle men in and 
about the yards, but there was no 
disturbance in the early hours 
of the forenoon. Shortly ‘ before 
bine o'clock fifty of the beef killers employed 
in the Fowler packiug house stopped work 
and joined the main body of strikers. Shortly 
afterwards men employed to load freight 
cars by the Armour house also stopped work, 
and the pressure from strikers is so great that 
fear is entertained that the strike will involve 
allthe men employed about the yards and 
occasion anentire cessation of work in al 
houses. 

A special meeting of district assembly 
57 Koight of Labor was held last night at 
3001 south Halstead street. It was expected 
that F. M. Butler and J. Barry, delegates ap: 
pointed by the Richmond convention of the 
Knights of Labor would be present. Taey

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LLIAMS. 
A MAN WITH A: REMARKABLE 
F “HISTORY, 


After Traveling All Over the World He Gatties 
Down in Griffin—Across the Oontineat He 
Becomes the Witness of Many Strange 
Incidents ~ Bie Missionary Work. 


Grirrin, Ga., October 11,—[Special.]— 
Most any day can be seen a man walking the 
streete of Griffin that Will attract attention. 
He is of medium height, stout, squere-should- 
éred, copper colored, and wears burnside 
whiskers. His name is John P. Williams. 
Williams has an interesting history. He 
talks well, and when once acquainted with 
him, he gives a history of his life in a quiet 
but self-possessed manner, 

Prior to 1800 there was a dashing, reckless 
young officer fighting for France under Napo- 
leon. A brave soldier and a gallant chavalier, 


his fondness of the good things of life and | 


his prodigality with his means, soon lost him 
his social position, and many of hie friends, 
Disheartened and despondent, he turned his 
back upon sunny France, and ethbarked for 
the West Indies, He located at St. Martins, 
and in a short while became enamored with 
a negrees who was free born and a resident of 
St. Martins. The intimacy between this 
French officer and the negress resulted in the 
birth of the subject of this sketch, John P. 
Williams. 

Among the tropical fruits of the West In- 
dies, young Williams lived until he was seven 
yearsold. At that age he was sent to France 
and put to school, where he remained until he 
was thirteen. Attheage of thirteen he was 
apprenticed toatailor in Paris. The free- 
dom from the restraints of school life, and the 
bnovelty of a shop om one of the streets of 
Paris proved attraction-enough for the boy for 
several years. Finally the roving, restless 
spirit of his father began to assert itself, and 
he ran away from his :master and shipped on 
the United States man of war ‘‘Constitution.” 
For several years this ship was the home of 
Jobn Williams. The “Constitution” was 
crvising during this time in the eastern waters, 
and bis opportunities for learning the customs 
and habits of the oriential people were ample, 
as the ship would sometime anchor for months 
in harbor of some of the eastern cities. Wil- 
lisms spent awhile in the Holy Land, and tells 
with much interest the many things seen and 
heard in the land of the chosen people. 

Upon one of the return trips of 
the Constitution Wilhams decided to leave 
the sea. and make his home in 
the United States. He went to Boston, and 
for several years lived in that city, doing such 
work as he could pick up. He then moved to 
Washington city and joined the Northern 
Methodist church, and began to preach, While 
living in Washington he had the acquaint- 
ance of such men as Webster, Clay, Calhoun 
and other statesmen. He tells with mach 
pride of his acquaintance with the noted men 
of Washington at that time, and he says: ‘‘We 
have po such men these days.” 

Tn 1863 he came south as a missionary to the 
ceclored people. Most of his missionary work 
was done in North and South Carolina. He 
returned tothe north after the war, but re- 
mained only a short time. His mivesionary 
work in the south was so suited to his taste; 
the climate wes so like what he remembered 
as the genial climate of “his Franes,” tiat he 
returned in 1875, and settled in Macon, where 
he joined the conference and was married. 
Since then he has been preaching in Georgia 
until last year, when he was superan” sted: 
He is now living in Griffin, supported wy his 
church and his wife, who is nowa middle- 
aged, buxom negro woman. Williams is now 
eighty-six years old. His mind is fresh, his 
memory good; he recalls dates and events with 
remarkable precision and without the least

the state of Delaware and eastern shores of 
Maryland and Virginia.

The immunity from epring frosts secured to | 
this orchard of Mr. Parnell by its. elevated | 
location is not accidental, but is in accordance | 
with physical laws, that apply, not only tothe | 
hills that overlook the Chattahoochee, but 
alike to elevations in all sections, and horti- | 
calturists should study them in the location | 
ef new orcharde. They are fully set forth ina 
paper prepared by Prof. A. R. McCutchen,ofthe 
state department of agriculture, on ‘The Rela- 
tions of Topography tothe Severity of Frosts 
and its Bearing upon Peach Calture.” It is as 
follows: 

In this article, prepared atthe request of sonte 
of the members of our society, it is designed to 
state bricfiy the relation of the surface features of 
a country to the severity of its frosts, and to call 
attention to some of the more important locations 
in this state for successfal peach culture, 

It is a fact of common observation in mouytain- 
(us and billy sections, when partial failures of the 
peach crop occur, that orchardsin certain elevat- 
ed cr protected situations almost invariably escape 
the ¢ flects of frosts. This being true, to know just 
how to locate orcharaés advantazeously in respect 
to such localities, is a most important problem 
with the frvit grower. 

By a careful observation of the features of the 
country and the relative situationof such favored / 
locations, a rule may be formulated for the proper 
location of new orchards so as to secure partial if 
not complete immunity from late spring frost¢. 
fuch situations are found on mountain slopes ; on 
the crests and slopes of high ridges; and, in the 
more level portions of the state, on the hills adj a- 
cent to river valleys. 

The term “thermal belt,” which has been ap- 
plied to such locations, is peng eg sincé, ia the | 
singular and specific way in which it has gefeéral- | 
ly been used, it carries with it the idea of a siagle | 
zone or belt of country so exempted from frosts, 
while in fact there exists as many such belts as 
there are ridges and mountain ranges, and in ad- 
dition, a vast number of “thermal spots’’ depend- 
ent upon the existence of hills or knobs reaching 
two or three hundred feet above the level of the 
adjacent country. 

ln any mountainous section with a variabie | 
Climate, localities may be found ranging fromtwo | 
hundredto one thousand feet above the general | 
surfaceofthe country, having greater or lessim- | 
munity from frosts. An altitude of from two hun- | 
dredand fiftyto six hundred is believed to be 
under most circumstances the most favorable for | 
the peach, This seemsto hold good without re | 
gard to the genera! clevation of the va'leyvs above 
sea level. Inthe more monn‘ainous portions of | 
the state, sheltered locations at the base of moun- | 
iains—and the entire escarpmeuts—commoaly 
efCape the effects of late frosie. This isobservable | 
in all countries haying great irregularities of sur- | 
face that ar@snbject to frosts. In more northern | 
latitudes, where the winter impinges upon sum- 
ner, Crowding out the variable spring Feason, the | 
difference in the effects of frosts is less observable. 
Thesectionsof the United States, where such dif. 


_ferenees in frost lines are most perceptible are | 


westein North Carolina, East Tennessee and North | 
Georgia. 
Favorable situations for orchards exist in aorth 
Georgia on the slopes of mountains and tablelands | 
irom bese to top, andon the crests of ridges in | 
the valleys:in middle and south Georgiaon the 
summits ef high hills and on hill slopes adjacent | 
to river valleys. The proper location, should, | 
however, be precisely determined by observation | 
for each locality. Thismay be done any mone . 
morning. Inascending a high elevation at suc 
time it will be found at some point on the rise that | 
.\he frost will be succeeded by dew, and still higher | 
up on the incline the dew itself will disappear, | 
leaving the surfece if covered with leaves or other -| 
Jitter sufliicienhtly dry to burn. If this observation | 
be made in the forest, some allowance is to be | 
made for the effect of timber in Ay pi the | 
ragiation of heat, as the formation of dew and frost 
extends somewhat higher on lands that are de- 
nuded of forest growth. Thetreesof an orchard, 
being smaller and usually less dense, prevent in 
this way the low reduction of temperaturein a 
lees degree. 
; inthe time and space properly allotted to this 
article, the theory by which these phenomena are 
accounted for cannot be fully discussed. Some of 
the more important meteorological facts connected 
therewith may, however, be briefiy stated. 

The heat that is absorbed by the earth from the 
sun during the day passes, by radiation, of cloud - 
less Dights, into the atmosphere. In this way the 
surface of the earthis slowly cooled down to the 
cew point, or evento the point of freezing. The 
heat thusescaping simply changes place, passing 
fecm tbe earth intoan upper stratum of air. Tae 
enyelope of warmed air in the early morniag— 
when the temperature is lowest—stands usually at 
elevations of about two huudred feet and uowards 
above vaileys and plains, resting agaiust mountain 
sides and covering hill-tops, and giving general 
immunity from light frosts, and even dews, in such 
favored localities. 

it is a well known fact that dews and frosts are 
Lot formed on cloudy nights, nor in windy 
weather. Winds prevect the formation of dew by 
constantly renewing the stratum of air in imme- 
Giate contact with the surface of the earth, and 
thus preyent the reduciion of any portion of the 
air to the dew point. The clouds obstruct the 
radiation of heat from the earth, and thus prevent 
tre formation of dew and frosts, A white sheet 
‘usp nded horizontally a few feet above the earth 
will bave the effect of a cloud over the surface it 
covers, A steep mountain or hillside gives protec- 
tion in the fame way, in a less degree, to skirts of 
jatd at their bases. In this way the protection of | 
fruit on lands at or nearthe base of mountains may 
be accounted for. 

Itmay be important tostate,in orderto avoid 
misapprehension, thata severe freeze—such as 
sometimes, but rarely, occurs aftcr the peachtrees 
sre in full bloom—may beequally destructive to 
the crop in all situations, or the effects may even 
be the reverse of that of light frosts, destroying the 
fruit Omelevated placesand leaying it unhurt in 
the low grounds.

Dawshammer vs. Mr. Randall. 

Dawsbammer, the editor of the New York 
Star, is very indignant because THE Con- 
STITUTION and other leading southern ne ws- 
papers cordially indérse the attitude of Mr. 
Samuel J. Randall toward the Morrison bi!l 
in the recent congress. Dawshammer was 
at one time a member of the house of repre- 
sentatives himself, and he doubtless has his 
own reasons for not admiring the Penrsyl- 
vania statesman. What these reasons are 
we do not know, but the door of inference is 
left wide open. 

Dawsbammer’s record as a congressmin 
may be told ina few words. His claim: to 
statesmanship of the highest orde: rest 
chiefiy on the fact that, under the pretence 
of securing the rights of American authors 
abroad, he introduced a copyright bill which 
has bad the effect of postponing and endan- 
gering the success of international copyright. 
The introduction of the bill was a blander, 
and the bill itself was a worse blunder. 
Dawshammer knew that the literary men of 
the United States had organized a move- 
ment for the purpose of securing interna- 
tional copyright, but he introduced his bill 
without notice and without consultation 
with those most interested in the matter. 
He acted, indeed, as if he was afraid some 
one might suspect that the billdid not 
spring fresh from his own protuberant bow- 
els. The result was, that by the time the 
blundering Dawshammer bill could be 

amended, the Philadelphia and New York 
pirates had marshaled their forces, and the 
whole matter was postponed. This is Diw- 
shammer’s record as a statesman, and yet in 
his New York Star he has the impudence to 
speak as follows of Mr. Randall : 

What Mr. Randall is to the democratic party 
everybody knovs. He, and the thirty-four re- 
creant democrats who went over tothe -republi- 
cans with him, last winter, defeated the Morrison 
bill and broke the faith of the party as pledged in 
the platform of 1684. That is what Mr. Randallis 
to the democracy, and THE ATLANTA ConsTITU- 
TION, which serves protection in a state devoted to 
revenue reform, occupies a similar relation to ths 
people who fatuously supportit. Mr. Randall is 
notoriously kept in congress by republican agen- 
cies because he i: a paying republican investment. 
‘THE COYSTITUTION advocates republican ideas and 
promotes republican ends, and sacrifices the inter- 
ests of thore who furnish it with influence and 
revenue. 

The charge that Mr. Randall'is kept in 
congress by republican agencies is simply 
one of the shallow lies invented by free- 
traders of the Watterson stripe. It is a no- 
torious fact that the ‘‘agencies’’ which now 
keep him in congress kept him there during 
the critical period in the history of the 
south when he was the only democrat on 

- the floor of the house capable of standing be- 

_ tween this section and the infamous legis- 
lation proposed by the radical leaders of that 
day. But for his leadership—quick, cool, 
adroit and absolutely untiring—the condi- 
tion of the south, under reconstruction, 
would have been athousand times worse 
than it was—and it was bad enough, heaven 
knows. If the ‘“‘agencies’’ which sent Mr. 
Randall to congress had been republican 
agencies, he would have been overwhel- 
mingly defeated; for his abilities, his ex- 
perience, and his patriotism gave him a 
power that even the radical majority in the 
house could not overcome. 

So far as his opposition to the Morrison 
tariff bill is concerned, it is certain that it is 
the result of prudence and common sense. 
Could the issue be safely made at the south 
today we believe his attitude would beover- 
whelmingly indorsed, and we believe it 
would be indorsed by the democratic party 
of the entire country. — : 


Playing With Fire. 

Men make a great mistake when they 
give Henry George credit for moderation. 
His sincerity, his love of justice and his op- 
position to violent methods should count for 
nothing when we consider the inevitable 
tendency of his theories.

George they will leap from socialism into 
sampant anareby. 

Did not Engel, the condemned Chicago 
anarchist, say in open court that he had 
imbibed his murderous (principles from the 
books of Henry George? 

It is by no means certain that the author 
of ‘Progress and !overty’’ will not throw 
aside his peaceful methods, and follew in 
the footsteps of Engel, Spies and Parsons. 
Just euch transformations have occurred. 
Rwhespierre resigned « judgeship because he 
was too tender hearted to sentence a man 
fodeath. Yet, a few years later, when this 

mercifa] judge bad tursed into a cranky 
reformer, he made blood flow in rivers, and 


: 
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beads could not fall fast enough to salt 
him. 

The men who stir up antagonisms be- 
tween labor and capital and between the 
classes are engaged in a dangerous basiaess. 


To these men Washington Gladden ad- 


dresses a few words of wisdom. He stys :_ 


Your war is not only wholesale tratricide, it 1s 
social suicide. Itis little to say that you cannot 
afford to fis ht; you cannot live apart; you must live 
for one another, That is the way you were mate 
to live; and you will never have anything but 
trouble and :orrow till you “earn that way and 
walk init. The stars in their courses will fight 
against you ubtil you make peace with one an- 
other. Have we not had more than enough of war 
and its di:mal noises and its spectral train of 
woes; more than enough of silent looms and fire- 
less forges; of children's faces pale with hunger 
and women’s sunken eyes; of hearts made fierce 
and hard by long cherished enmities; of class ar- 
reyced against class and neighbor against neigh- 
bor? Oh, put it all away from you, the hate, the 
tuspicion, the scorn; stand here together, breth- 
ren as you are, helpers of one another as you must 
be, and promise one another that you willdo what 
you cap, every one of you, to bring the day when 
between labor and capital there shall be no longer 
war, but peace for evermore. 


These are words of truth and soberness. 
The world cannot be revolutionized in ac- 
cordance with every man’s ideas. Some 
evils we must endure, because there is no 
practical remedy. But the steady uplifting 
of all classes accompanies the progress of 
our Christian civilization, and those who 
do not find sufficient encouragement in this 
are not likely to find it anywhere. 


Russia and Her Enemies. 

Within the past few days a flood of light 
has been thrown upon the eastern question. 

Ithas been developed that Russia’s de- 
mands practically call for the surrender of 
Bulgaria to the authority of the czar. 

Opposing this aggressive policy we find 
Austria, backed by England, and presuma- 
bly Italy, Turkey and the Slavic states. 
Russia has not a solitary ally except France, 
and it goes without saying that France will 
be held in check by Germany. 

Matters are rapidly approaching a crisis. 
If Ruesia adheres to her Bulgarian policy 
she must fight the greater part of Earope. 

In England it is believed that war is in- 
evitable, and it will be hailed with general 
satisfaction. It is possible that Russia’s ac- 
tion within the next tew days will deter- 
mine whether it shall be peace or war. One 
thing is certain, the czar has reached a point 
where he must either flicker or fight. 


Another Hurricane. 

Our advices are that a West Indian hurri- 
cane of considerable magnitude is now rag- 
ing in the gulf. | 

The fact that the storm was central, yes- 
terday, south of Pensacola, does not indi- 
cate its course. It may shoot northward, or 
eastward into the Atlantic, or it may dash 
itself against the coast of Texas, as it did 
several weeks ago, 

It is to be regretted that the gulf coast is 
not better provided with signal stations. 
With increased facilities our signal service 
would be able to warn the inhabitants all 
along the coastof the approach of a storm 
from one to two days in advance. 

That the gulf hurricane will affect the 
weather in this quarter is almost an abso- 
lute certainty. If we do not get a whiff of 
the gale, we may ex pect rain ora cold wave.

Death of a Well Known Journalist. 

To THE ConsTITUTION: George W. Adams, 
whose death is announced in the dispatehes of to- 
day. was a journalist distinguished for both pro- 
fessional and business attainments. He was presi- 
dent of the Evening Star company at Washington, 
and to his eminent capacity as a business man- 
sger is largely due to the present profitable condi- 
tion of the Star, which enters nearly every house- 
hold in the district ot Columbia, and whose state- 
ments as to news at Washington are daily quoted 
in leading journals throughout the world. 

Mr. Adams was less than fifty yesrs old. A few 
months since be told me that his first newspaper 
work of a responsible character was the reporting 
of the Cincinnati convention at which Buchanan 
was nominated thirty years ago. Subsequently, 
he was connected with a number of promivent 
newspapers, and throughout the war was the 
Washington representativelof'the New York World, 
a position which he relinguished when he became 
connecied with the Staras a partner in its business. 
In his profession Mr, Adams was alert and saga- 
cious as a correspondent. His style of writing was 
fashioned on the best of modern journalistic writ- 
ing—sententious and poin His work forthe 
Star during the feverish suspense following the 
election of 1884, duripg which he was in New York, 
was a noted triumph oftact and enterprise, Per- 
sopally, he was a most agreeable gentleman, al- 
ways considerate and always modest, yet abund- 
antly able totake care of himself inthe wit and 
badinage which js so much a feature of journalis- 
tic association at Washington. Mr. Adams mar- 
ried a daughter of Mr. Barclay, who was for twen- 
ty-seven years journal-clerk of the house of repre- 
sentatives, and who is known to all parliamenta- 
rians as the compiler of Barclay’s Digest. Another 
davghter of Mr. Barclay married James R. Young, 
executive clerk ofthe senate,and a partner with his 
brother Jobn Russe)l Young, inthe ownership of 
the Philadelphia Star. 

To southern public men Mr, Adams was always a 
valued friend. Among journalists he was a unl- 
versal favorite. He will be missed, perhaps, with 
kneerer sense ot loss by Mr. Frank Richardson, so 
well known throughout the south as the head of 
the Washington bureau of the Baltimore Sun; Mr. 
H. J. Ramsdell, and his brother in-law, Mr. Young, 
than by any of his personal associates, All veteran 
and successful journalists, these gentlemen will 
mourn the departure of a friend who shared 
with them the early struggles of long and active 
professional careers, PF. H, A.

LILLIAN MADISON'S MURDERER, 


(2 | 
How He Deported Himself While Sentence 

was Being Pronounced. 
From the Richmond6, Va., State. 

Judge Thomas 8. Adkins, of the hustings 
court, resentenced Thomas J, Cluverius, the con- 
victed murderer of Fannie Lillian Madison, this 
afternoon about 2 o'clock, 

A few minutes before that time a carriage con- 
taining Deputy Sergean's Macon and Allen and the 
prisoner came rolling up to the Capitol-street en- 
trance of the city hall. The occupauts alighted 
and the prisoner was escorted into the courtroom, 
When on bis way from the city jail Oluverias had 
put a few wordsto say. He was quiet and his eyes 
ran up in the direction the vehicle was moving. 
Once he said to Deputy Sergeant Allen, as the car- 
riage wheeled up Jail alley, ‘This is not the first 
time, Mr, Allen, you and I have been from the jail 
to the courthouse together,”’ 

Mr, Alien gave an affirmative reply. When the 
city ha]l lot was reached the prisooer looked out 
from the carriage upon the men digging dirt, and 
remarked: ‘They are progressing very fast on the 
city hall,”’ ; 

This was aji he said until he almost reached the 
courthouse. Then he said, ashe looked towards 
the city nall, “I hope there will not be a large 
crowd in the courtroom todav.” 

This wish was granted, for but few persons were 
aware of the fact that the murderer of poor Lillian 
Madison wou'd be sentenced to death today. 

When Cluverius walked into the courtroom there 
were only about twenty-five or thirty persons pre- 
sent. But after the sentence of death had been 
passed upon the doomed man the crowd was aug: 
mented, because the news that Cluverius was in 
the courtroom was rapidly gaining circulation in 
that vicinity, and nearly all who heard it hastened 
there to catch a, limpse of the remarkable prisoner. 

Cluverius entered and took a seat midway of the 
bar, about where he sat..during his long and ted- 
ious trial. Judge Crump came in about five min- 
utes to 20’clock followed by his son. Beverly,Crump. 
The former tcok a seat t to Ciuverius aud gree- 
ted the prisoner in thes@ Words: ‘‘How are you, Mr. 
Cluverius?” aia 

The prisoner motione@ his lips and slightly in- 
clined his head, but hé‘was not heard to uttera 
word, Just before the arriyal of Judge Crump, & 
reporter, who sat to the left of the prisoner asked 
him: “Will you have anything to say today?’ .The 
prisover, with uniform courtesy, replied, ‘‘Really 
I do not know.’’ When Judge C:ump took his seat 
eg leaned over and whispered something to 
him, 

The two indulged a few moments in a whisper- 
ing conversation, and when they ceased, Judge 
Atkins asked Judge Crump if he was ready. An 


affirmative answer being given, Judge , 


turned to Mr. Lawton, the clerk, and said: ~ 
Clerk, please read the order of the supreme court.” 

Mr. Lawton in a clear voice read the order of the 
court of appeals aflirming the decision of the has- 
tings court, and Cluverius, who had been told by 
Deputy Sergeant Macon to stand up, arose from his 
chair and kept his eyes fixed on the desk while the 
document was beipg read. 

Judge Atkins then said; “Thomas J. Cluverius, 
the supteme court having overruled your applica- 
tion for anew trial and affirmed the judgment of 
this court of June 19, 1885, it becomes my duty to 
fix a day for the execution of that judgment. Have 
you anything to say?’ Cluverius, whobai stood 
almost motionless while Judge Atkins was speak- 
ing and theclerk was reading, shghtly changed 
his attitude when the court put that solemn ques- 
tion. Every eye in the courtroom was turned up- 
onhim, He looked straight at the court and the 
crowd kept looking straight at him. The solemn 
silence that was reigning in the court was broken 
by the voice of the prisoner, who, in answer to the 
question, “Have you anything tosay?’ replied, 
‘No sir,” and then, halting only forasecond, he 
added, “Nothing but what I have said.”’ 

The sentence of death haying been passed upon 
the prisoner he was taken back to the city jail, 
and ashe was returning he remarked: ‘‘There 
were more personsin the court room than I ex- 
pected would be there.” 

He was put back in the same room from which 
he was taken, and was hardly absent from the 
jail half an hour altogether. He was not manacled, 
but is allowed the same privileges that have here- 
tofore been accorded him—that is, as far as free- 
dom in his room is concerned. He was neatly 
dressed this afternoon and wore a gray suit which 
fitted him well. Hisshoes were fiaely polished, 
and he wore a little brown cloth hat. He had 
been shaved by his barber, John Harris (colored), 
but a short while before he was brought up to the 
court room, and did not know that he was to be 
sentenced today until ten minutes before he was 
carried to court. Deputy Sergeant Macon told 
him about a quarter to two o’clock to get ready to 
go to the court room, and when Cluverius was told 
tl is he flushed up a little, for he knew what was 
to follow. His only chance now is with the gov- 
ernor, and it is not believed that Governor Lee will 
cormutethe sentence which has withstood the 
test of the highest court in the state.

It is claimed 
that Geor McBrayer, who is 
now in jail, is the informer on half 
ofthe men who have been brought from 
Paulding county. Oe was with Cole when ho 
drank and received the liquor. Judge New- 
man was lenient with the offender and s3n-

WINE WITH A HI8TORY. 


Twelve Precious Botiles that Once Came 
Across the Atiantic, 
From the Salt Lake Tribune. 

J. A. Murray, of Butte, Montana, is the 
possessor of twelve bottles of wine with a 
history. The earliest known of this wine is 
that it was found in a subterranean vault in- 
side a sealed stone receptacle, in a Jesuisti- 
cal monastery, that was demolished during 
a local feud among religious fanatics. It so 
happened that the eye of an epicurean fell 
upon it, and he secured it as the most valu- 
- ble of the treasures, and carried it into Po- 
land: presented it to the crown, for which he 
wes rewarded by the highest honors and 
titles that could be conferred upon an ordi- 
pary citizen. At the marriage of the Princess 
Decherniz of Poland to the heir apparent of 
France, the only remaining basket of this 
priceless vintage was presented to the prince 
for the nuptual occasion. An unprincipled 
edventurer by thename of Bouforte, who had 
secured the position of second steward to the 
crown, stole twelve bottles of the precious 
nectar and replaced these with twelve of an 
inferior article. These twelve bottles he 
brought with him to America in the year 
1790. Hecommunicated the nature of his 
special treasure to his most trusted friend, 
Henry Coatway. The cupidity and avarice 
of the latter overpowered his reason, and he 
killed Bouforte tosecure the wine. The deed 
was no sooner done than he feared the ven 
geance of the law, and resolved to fly to dis- 
tant parts, for a time at least,until the excite- 
ment of the murder would die out. Before 
leaving he buried the twelve bottles with 
their history far down among the roots of ap 
ancient oak. Fifty years after, on uprooting 
this same tree, a newly converted Mormon 
fourd the treasure and took it with him 
when he migrated to Utah. 

When Bugham Youny was made acquaint- 
ed with the nature of the valuable article 
contained in the twelve bottles, he informed 
the owner that God had made him the in 
stiument to find this treasure that he might 
give it to the bead of the church, and forth- 
with took the vintage. 

The wine was in turn stolen from Brigham 
by an apostate Mormon, and on his deatb- 
bed, at the mining camp of Pioneer, he be- 
queathed to J. A. Murray this wine of such 
an eventful history, asa testimonial of his 
gratitude to that gentleman for his having 
loaned him $500 at one time for the purpose 
of calling a band for Julius Levy, by which 
he took down a pot containing $1,300.

Hew ond When the RegistPation will be Conductea 
~What Cficers are to be Bilected—what 
Quolifieations Bre Necessary to the 
Voter—The County Primary, Ete, 


The city and county elections, which are 
already attracting much interest, will occur 
respectively on the first Wednesday in Do. 
cember and first Tuesday in January next. 


registrations. The city code provides for a 
registration, which will begin on the first 
Wednesday in November and continue until 9 
o’cleck p.m., Om the Saturday immediately 
preceding the first Wednesday in December, 
The registration offices will be kept open 
eight hours every day, except Sunday. 
Heretofore, there have been three registra- 
tion officee; one with the city clerk, another 


at 20 Peachtree street, and another at Dr. 
Amos Fox’s office on Alabama street. 

AN ORDINANCE IS PENDING 
in the city council which if adopted will make 
important changes, The ordinance provides 
for seven registration offices, one in each ward 
and one additional with the city clerk. The 
council will act upon the ordinance at its next 
meeting. Inquiries yesterday led to the dis- 
covery that most ofthe councilmen are op- 
ported to any change affecting the registration, 
and it 1s therefore probable that the ordinance 
will not be adopted. 

In order thata man may vote in the city 
election he must register. This involves car. 
tain qualifications which, he must possess, He 
must swear that he is twenty-one years old; 
that he will have resided in the state twolve 
months and in the county six by the time the 
election cours; that he residesin the city; 
that he has paid all taxes required of him, at 
the same time exhibiting his receipt; and he 
must ala@'ttate his ward, street and number. 

AN CASE OF CHANGE OF WABD 
before the election takes place, he must inform 
the registrar, who wi!l enter the place of the 
new residence on the registration book. 

There is some doubt as to what constitutes 
citizenship in Atlauta. Theo city code simply 
deciares that the yoter must swear that he 
resides in Atlanta. No term of residence is 
fixed, It is held by some. that the voter mast 
have been a resident ofthe city at least ten 
days before he can have the privilege of vot- 
ing. The registration oath, however, requires 
that the voter shall swear that he will have 
been in the state twelve months and tne coun- 
ty eix by the time the election occurs. Since 
the registration closes three days before the 
election, others hold that three days make np 

_the required term of residence. 
THE OFFICERS TO BE ELECTED 
are a major, six councilmen and two alder- 
men. The councilmen are to be elected one 
from each ward, the other six of the twelve 
that compose the conncil holding over. 

Ten days prececing the opening of the regis- 
tration books the city clerk will publish a 
rotice announcing the time and the several 
registration offices. He will also publisha 
notice juily setting forth how and by whom 
the registration wiil be held. 

Regarding the payment of taxes, it is not 
requized that they shall be paid for the year 
in which the election is held, but for the year 
preceding. Voters, therefore, who desire to 
register, must have paid their taxes for 1535. 

THE COUNTY ELECTIONS 
require a registration which will probably be- 
gin about the Jast of this month, This regis- 
tration will be ordered by the county commis: 
sioners. There will be twelve registration 
offices, one in each militia district of the 
county. The-registrars will be appointed by 
the county commissioners. 

To vote in the county elections a man must 
swear that he is twenty-one years of age; that 
he will have resided one year in the state and 
six months in thecounty, preceding the elec: 
tiont; and that he has paid all state and county 
taxes due by him except forthe year of elec- 
tion. a 

In November the congressional election will 
occur, For this no new registration will be 
ordered, but none but those who registered 
preceding the fence election will be allo ved 
to vote. 


THE COUNTY OFFICERS 

to be elected are sheriff, clerk of the saperior 
court, tax receiver, tax collector, surveyor, 
and coroner. The indications point to quite a 
number of candidates for each office. So far, 
it bas not been determined whether or not the 
democrats will hold a primary election. 
Nearly all the members of the county execu- 
tive committee were seen, yesterday, and they 
all expressed themselves in favor of holding a 
primary. The candidates that have an- 
nounced themselves also favor a primary. 
The executive committee will hold a meetiug 
about the last of this month, when, it is pre- 
sumed, defini.e action regarding the primary 
will be taken. |

ALL ON TRIAL. 
FOUR MEMBERS OF THE POLICE 
DEPARTMENT ON TRIAL. 


The Board of Police Commissioners Meet if 
Regular Session and Hear Charges Ageinst 
the Chief, a Oaptain, a Patrolman and 
a Supernumerary—What was Done. 
eel 

Four members of the police department ap- 
peared before the board of pol commis- 
sioners last night charged with violating the 
rules of the department. 


rank in the force from chief down to & super 
‘numerary. 

Hamp Stroud, the poet, was the first. mem- 
ber arraigned. Several months ago Strond, 
who is a patrolman, threw a watarmelon rind 
upon the sidewalk, and Sanitary Inspector 
Veal made a case against the patrolman before 
the recorder. Stroud was arraigned, found 
guilty and sentenced to pay a fine of one dol- 
lar and cost. The case soured Stroud and he 


made a little poem about the sanitary inspec: 
tor. The poem came under the observation of 
the board of health, andS§fDr._ Baird, 
the secretary, became angry and 
wrote a letter to the board of police commis- 
sioners complaining about the poem. Dr. 
Baird claimed that it wasa reflection upon 
his department of the city government and 
expressed a desire to see Stroud bounced. The 


board with instructions to make a case against 
Stroud. The chief searched the rules govern- 
ing the police department,but could find noth- 
ing denying a policeman the privilege of wri- 
ting poetry. The case had been ordered, how: 
ever, and after thoroughly hunting the laws 
and finding nothirg else charged him with 
throwing watermelon rinds on the street—the 
same charge he had been tried upon before 
the recorder. During the trial Stroud 
kept up a smile that was poctry 
in himself. He admitted throwing 
the rind upon the sidewalk and resorted 
to every device to bring out something about 
the poetry but noone would mention it. Ths 
board, after hearing the evidence, declared 
that Stroud had a perfect right to write all 
the poetry he wanted to write, but that water- 
melon rinds and streets con'd not associate, 
The poetical man wassentenced toa repri- 
mand by the chiefin the presence of the en- 
tire department. 

Patrolman Cochrane was arraigned -and 
asked to plead to the chargeof sitting down on 
duty. Several months ago the same case was 
tried before the commission, but the board 
could not agree upona sentence, two being 
for conviction and two for acquittal. Last 
night the same evidence was introduced and 
the patrolman was found not guilty. 

Supernumerary Barnes, from whom Mar: 
shall, the man who was charged Jwith stealing 
a watch, escaped a week or ten days ago, was 
arraigned. Barnes made a statement of the 
manner in which Marshall escaped and dis- 
claimed all responsibility for the escape.§ Mr. 
Martin, of the police commission, from whose 
office Marshall escaped, was present and 
stated that he had surrendered Marshall to 
Barnes with instructions to keep him and not 
permit him to smoke or drink. “The supernu- 
merary admitted that he had periaitted Mar- 
shall to send out and buy a quart of liquor, of 
which hedrank. The board decided that 
Barnes should be suspended twenty days, and 
reprimanded 

Captain Moon, one ofthe most diligent mem- 

bers of the force, was asked to plead to con- 
duct unbecoming an officer. C. E. Hennis 
was the complainant. Several weeks ago a 
man named Patrick, who worksin Mr, Hen- 
nis’s shop, went to Cagtain Moon’s residence 
and asked to be allowed to repair a 
sewing machine. He carried the machine to 
the shop on Decatur street and when he re- 
turned it he was direc.ed to call upon Captain 
Moon forpay. Before Patrick could see the 
captain, however, the machine proved to be 
in a worse condition than ever before, Cap- 
tain Moon declined to pay for the repairs un- 
til the machine was putin order. Mr. Hen- 
nis called at Captain Moon’s residence and 
after examining the 13 =m declared that it 
was outof orderand carried it to his shop 
where he kept ittwo weeks. A few days 
after the machine was taken away Captain 
Moon called at Hennis’s place, and was in- 
formed that the machine would be sent home 
the next day. The machine was not sent 
home, and Captain Moon then wrote Mr. Hen- 
nisa noteasking himto take the machine 
home, as it wasneeded, Mr. Hennis answered 
by saying that the machine was. ready and 
that Captain Moon could get it when he 
called and paid for it. On the 29th September 
Captain Moon called at’the shop and asked for 
the machine. It was handedto him, and 
taking it, he said: 

‘‘]’]] take the machine home and if it is al] 
right, I’) calland pay for it.” 

Mr. Hennis declined to accept the proposi- 
tion and grabbed the machine, Captain Moon 
then asked him to accompany him home aud 
try the machine, saying that he would pay 
for itif it was in good order. As he spoke he 
exhibited the money, but Mr. Hennis de 
clined to comply with the request and held 
to the machine until Captain Moon threatened 
to arrest him and prefer a charge of larceny 
after trust. The board indorsed Captain 
Moon’s conduct throughout, except as to his 
threat to arrest Mr. Hennis. The members 
thought that he was wrong in this, and the 
chairman was instructed to read him a lec- 
ture.

The Friends of Ceptain Marry Jackson Retioent+ 
They Sefuse to Divuige Their Pians—Oaptaia

The friends of Captain Harry Jackson seem 
determined to have him run fur mayor, if it

Yesterday a lively canvass of the city was 
made, in order to determine what proportion 
of citizens favored Captain Jackson's: candi- 
dacy. The gentlemen who had the canvass 
in charge kept their own counsels, One of 
them was approached by a CONSTITUTION 
reporter, and asked how the canvass resulted, 

“Satisfactorily,” he replied.

THE INFORMATION CONVEYED 
in the last answer was about as definite as if 
no answer had been returned, but the gentle- 
man refused to say anything more. 

It was rumored at noon that Mr, M, C. Kiser 
and other gentlemen had held a conference 
with Captain Jackson, and that he had been 
earnestly urged to bea candidate. The ra- 
porter sought Mr. Kiser, and dropped a ques:
